On page 35, I quote, “John A. Manfuso’s 
All Brandy got the filly and mare laurel with¬ 
out a struggle. No one could come up with 
another logical contender.” 

If Mr. Hickey feels that there was no logical 
contender, I refer him to the Daily Racing 
Form and Morning Telegraph Free Handicaps 
carry All Brandy and Double Heritage equally 
weighted at 107 lbs. 

Furthermore, defending her sire’s honor, 
she “cut her teeth” on Beechwood, Mr. Hickey’s 
“Maryland’s Best three year old,” when she 
broke her maiden the third of November 1961 
at Laurel. She gave him four pounds and a 
three and one-half length beating. In addition 
to her third in the George Washington Stakes, 
and her second in the Prince Georges, and her 
winning effort in the Maryland Derby, being 
the only filly in the race, she finished a cred¬ 
itable fifth in the Black Eyed Susan by only 
four lengths with a broken bone in her knee. 

No question about it, I am, in fact, preju¬ 
diced as the people in the southern part of 
Maryland are working just as hard to further 
breeding in Maryland as those in the metro¬ 
politan Baltimore area.

Bonny Johnny Wins E. P. Heagerty 
Stakes In Spectacular Fashion

Three Maryland-breds opened the 1963 rac¬ 
ing season at Bowie with victories on the 
February 1 inaugural program. The six-week 
hiatus between the close of Pimlico and the 
opening of Bowie saw 9,565 fans hankering 
for action—and the Southern Maryland Agri¬ 
cultural Society of Prince George’s County was 
waiting for them. 


In support of the greatly revitalized 
Maryland-bred program, Bowie has card¬ 
ed six stakes for the exclusive use of 
Free-State-breds: 

$10,000 E. Palmer Heagerty Stakes, 
for three-year-olds at six furlongs on Fri., 
Feb. 1. 

$10,000 Abraham Lincoln Stakes, for 
four-year-olds and upward at six furlongs 
on Tues., Feb. 12. 

$10,000 Annapolis Stakes, for three- 
year-olds at seven furlongs on Sat., March 
2 . 

$10,000 Eastern Shore Stakes, for four- 
year-olds and up at seven furlongs on 
Wed., March 13. 

$20,000 Prince George’s Stakes, for 
three-year-olds at one mile and a sixteenth 
on Wed., March 20. 

$15,000 Potomac Handicap, for three- 
year-olds and upward at one mile and a 
sixteenth on Fri., March 22. 


The E. Palmer Heagerty, which honors the 
memory of the late Baltimore chartmaker-track- 
man, attracted 14 nominations. Seven were 
entered; six started. 

Hilltop Stable’s Bonny Johnny came well 
recommended for the six-furlong feature: as 
a two-year-old last year he won a division of 
the Marlboro Nursery Stakes and finished sec¬ 
ond in the Tri-State Futurity, (to Remuner¬ 
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ate), the Maryland Futurity (to Dr. Giddings) 
and the Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes (to Might 
and Main). 

Following his runner-up effort to Idolater’s 
half-brother, Bonny Johnny was sent up to 
Jimmy Richardson for three weeks of freshen¬ 
ing at Panorama Farm. He then was shipped 
to Newt Mayo at Southern Pines to prepare 
for a Bowie campaign. 

The chestnut son of *Sea Charger-Scotch 
Bonnet, by Peace Chance, was close to racing 
fitness when Jim Simpson received him at 
Bowie. This he proved by working a handy 
five-eighths at Bowie in : 57 4/5 on January 29. 

With credentials such as these, the Bowie 
fans set out after Bonny Johnny as if he were 
something good to eat. They sent him off at 
even money, and had no reason to regret it, 
as the gelding reported home three and a half 
lengths in front of his field. 

Bonny Johnny had the saddle services of able 
and personable Wayne Chambers, who had 
finished second to Ronnie Ferraro in the Pim¬ 
lico standings. Chambers, who marveled at the 
kind reception he had received last fall upon 
his first invasion of the East (he had ridden 
primarily in the Midwest), couldn’t wait to 
swing back into action at Bowie. His first 
mount on the inaugural card was City Ann in 
the second race. He won the heat by four 
lengths. 

Chambers had Bonny Johnny away with the 
leaders, but was not anxious to dispute for the 
lead. Rather, he allowed Joey Binder to run 
himself dizzy for a half, then took to the inside 
and made the lead in midstretch. Once in front, 
Bonny Johnny kept to his business and report¬ 
ed home in 1:11, four-fifths of a second behind 
the track record. 

Woodfield Farm’s Flexer Foot, longest-priced 
member of the six-horse field at $14.50 to 1, 
was second. In contention throughout, the lone

As inter¬ 
ested in breeding as they are in racing, they 
are the second largest shareholders in the *Sea. 
Charger syndicate. *Sea Charger, of course, is 
the sire of Bonny Johnny. 

*Sea Charger, Ireland’s Horse of the Year 
as a three-year-old, was imported by Larry S. 
MacPhail and stands at the latter’s Glenangus 
Farms, Bel Air, along with *Hesoid, Saggy 
and General Staff.

A delightful tea was given New Year’s day 
for Mr. and Mrs. Edward S. Voss by The Elk¬ 
ridge-Harford Hunt Club at its Clubhouse in 
honor of Mr. Voss’ twenty-fifth year as its Mas¬ 
ter of Foxhounds. Such a tenure is unusual and 
so was the occasion. 

More than one hundred foxhunters and 
friends joined in extending their compliments 
to Mr. Voss, including Mr. Benjamin H. Gris¬ 
wold III, Fieldmaster, and Chairman of the 
Hunt Committee, and the Professional Hunt 
Staff of Dallas Leith, Huntsman since 1937, 
Miles Jones, Panelingman, Miles Segraves, Ken- 
nelman, and Jack Graybeal, Whipper-in. The 
four staff members have the extraordinary ag¬ 
gregate of 114 years of service to the Hunt. The 
acclaim resulting from the announcement re¬ 
minding the foxhunters of this fact was ample 
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indication of their admiration for these fine men 
and their records. 

Harvey S. Ladew was the first Master of 
Foxhounds during the formative years after 
The Elkridge Fox Hunting Club, founded in 
1878, and The Harford Hunt Club founded in 
1914, combined in 1934 and 1935 as The Elk¬ 
ridge-Harford Hunt Club. 

Mr. S. Bryce Wing and Mr. Ladew were Joint 
Masters 1937-1938, Mr. Wing and Mr. Voss 
were Joint Masters 1938-1939. The following 
season Mr. Wing retired and later became 
Honorary Hunt Secretary which he continues 
to be. 

Prior to undertaking the formidable task of 
being Master of Elkridge-Harford, Mr. Voss had 
been Master of Smithtown Hunt, Smithtown, 
Long Island for four years.

As Master Mr. Voss has developed at Elk¬ 
ridge-Harford a remarkable and outstanding 
pack of cross-bred foxhounds suitable for the 
hunted country. The hounds have been hunted 
by Dallas Leith and have shown excellent sport 
in the near to ideal Maryland foxhunting 
country. 

During his quarter century tenure Mr. Voss 
has been assisted for varying periods of time by 
Mr. Louis Neilson as Joint Master, and Mr. 
Dean Bedford who is presently Joint Master, 
in addition to the assistance given by Mr. Wing 
in the early days. Mr. Bedford also is Vice Presi¬ 
dent and a founder of The United States Pony 
Clubs, Inc.

From The Maryland Racing Commission's "Rules of Racing" 

Rewards To Breeders— 

Maryland-Bred Rules 

392. To be eligible to start in races exclusively for horses bred in Maryland, each horse must be reg¬ 
istered with the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association. To qualify for such registration the said horse 
must have been foaled in the State of Maryland, and, in addition, unless the breeder is a resident of 
the State, or one who maintains his breeding stock continually in the State, the said horse shall be 
either the produce of a mare having conceived in Maryland the previous season, or of a mare sent 
into the State to foal and covered by a Maryland stallion the season of the birth of said foal. 

(a) A horse is bred where it is foaled. The breeder is the owner of the dam at the time of 
foaling. 

(b) Any owner or breeder may appeal from the refusal of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association to register a horse under this rule to the Maryland Racing Commission, and the 
decision of the Commission shall be final. 

(c) To be considered a Maryland stallion, it is required that he be in the State of Maryland 
for at least one full breeding season, commonly understood to be the first six months of a year, 
or if the stallion is brought in subsequent to the start of the breeding season he must be ap¬ 
proved as a Maryland stallion by the Registration Committee of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association.

Kenny Field Goes Shopping 


4 German Horses Purchased For Mrs. Obre 


Ken Field, trainer of Mrs. Henry Obre’s pow¬ 
erful Maryland racing stable, took a short Euro¬ 
pean vacation last December and wound up 
purchasing four horses in Germany for Mrs. 
Obre’s account. 

The horses—Oculi, Westorkan, Cerberus and 
Riaszino—are now at Mrs. Obre’s 20,000-acre 
Big Survey Plantation in Yemassee, South Caro¬ 
lina. It’s still too early for Ken to predict the 
success of the German-breds. 

But he has no trouble recalling the excitement 
experienced on his trip to Germany. According 
to Ken, the story goes something like this: 

"There was this German-born, Irish-raised 
fellow who was at Saratoga a year or so ago. He 
got to talking to Mrs. Obre about how he could 
buy her good horses at cheap prices in Germany. 

"Nothing ever came of the conversation. He 
was really a jock, that was what he was. But he 
didn’t get to ride much over here. After he went 
back to Europe, he kept writing to Mrs. Obre 


about the good buys in Germany. 

"After the races ended this past fall, I decided 
to take a vacation in Europe. When I talked this 
over with Mrs. Obre, she asked me to look up 
this guy who had been writing to her and see 
whether what he said was true. 

"One thing led to another and I actually met 
up with the fellow in Germany. Actually, he 
didn’t impress me with any of the stock he 
showed me. But he did introduce me to some 
people that I later did business with. 

"The first was at the stud Gestut Rottgen lo¬ 
cated between Cologne and Bonn. A Count 
named Rudy-Mulhens is the owner and he spoke 
English very well. He had saber scars and everyi 
thing. The real nobleman type. 

"I wound up buying Oculi (by Caran D’Ache 
out of Osterpost) and Westorkan (by Orator 
out of Wache) from the Gestut Rottgen Stud. 

"Then I saw some of their race tracks and was 
impressed by how much their steeplechase

courses look like ours. 

"Finally, I ran across two other horses (Cer¬ 
berus and Riaszino) that I liked. But the owner 
kept offing me. We could never get together on 
a price, and the longer I stayed around the more 
he kept asking. 

"Of course, I never let anybody know who I 
was buying for. But this man got tougher and 
tougher to bargain with. 

"The day that I was supposed to fly back 
home, I still had only the two horses, and I defi¬ 
nitely wanted the other two. So, in a sort of des¬ 
peration move, I went to the bank and got them 
to give me $10,000 in marks in cash. 

"It was so much money that I had to carry it 
in a satchel. 

"Then I got this man who owned the two 
horses I wanted to buy to meet me in the Ger¬ 
man Jockey Club office. You never see much ac¬ 
tual cash in Germany, and I figured my satchel 
of money would impress him. 

"When he got there, I made one last offer for 
the two horses, and then I emptied the satchel on 
the floor. 

"When he saw all that money spilling out, he 
couldn’t stand it. 

"Before it was all on the floor, he stuck out 
his hand and said it was a deal." 

Ken caught his plane that afternoon and left 
instructions for the air shipment of the horses 
to New York. They arrived a few days later 
without incident and were shipped by van to 
Mrs. Obre’s farm near Monkton. 

Mrs. Obre, her son, Michael Wettach, and the 
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editor of The Maryland Horse accompanied Ken 
when he inspected his new purchases a day or 
two after their arrival. 

Each horse was led to a paddock for a short, 
solitary gallop in the snow. 

When Westorkan got down and rolled in the 
snow, Ken was quite amused. Said the trainer: 

"That’s the first time he’s had any dirt on him 
since he was a foal. They almost rub the hides 
off their horses in Germany. He hasn’t had a 
brush on him since he left there, and he’s still 
shining. 

"Personally, I can’t see the point in that hard, 
incessant rubbing. Seems to me it would just 
make a horse mean. But they all seem to do it 
in Europe. 

"Another peculiar thing with them is that 
they never try to patch up a horse. Once he starts 
to show unsoundness, they dispose of him. They 
never use cortisone or anything like that. Our 
veterinarians would probably starve over there.” 

Asked if he intended to ride any of the new 
German horses himself after the stable was ship¬ 
ped to South Carolina, Ken indicated that he 
would. 

"I love to ride," explained the trainer-jockey. 
"I’m getting a little old for riding in races, I 
guess. But I rode two races this past year. Maybe 
I might sneak in another race in 1963. 

"Probably my biggest thrill in 1962 was rid¬ 
ing Hunter’s Rock in a hurdle race at Rye, 
New York. We won by a country mile. It was 
a lot of fun. 

"I couldn’t do things like that for many other

owners. But Mrs. Obre is such a sport herself, 
she understands the thrill I get out of riding, 
and she doesn’t mind when I take a really valu¬ 
able horse like Hunter’s Rock and run him at a 
hunt meeting. 

"Michael and I sure had a ball at that meeting. 
It was only a one-day meet at the Blind Brook 
Polo Club Grounds in May. 

"We entered Hunter’s Rock, then we told 
everybody we were going to scratch him. We ex¬ 
plained we couldn’t afford to run a horse like 
that (Hunter’s Rock last year won the $20,000- 
added Midsummer Hurdle Handicap at Mon¬ 
mouth Park and in 1961 he captured Pimlico’s 
Dixie Handicap) in a $1,500 purse race at a 
hunt meeting. 

"But we intended to run him all the time. 
And when it came time to take him to the pad- 
dock, there we were, ready to go. He won by six, 
I think.” 

Smiling slightly as Ken told the story of Hun¬ 
ter’s Rock at the hunt meeting was Michael 
Wettach. If anyone could appreciate the thrill 
Ken got out of winning that race, it was Mi¬ 
chael. He, too, is a steeplechase rider. 

Mr. Wettach’s official title is now "general 
manager” of Merryland Farm—the late Danny 
Shea’s farm which was purchased last year by 
Mrs. Obre. 

But Michael says of his new role as farm 
general manager: 

"I’ll be in and out of Merryland a lot, but I 
won’t stay there all the time. I feel like I’m too 
young to be tied down on a farm all year around. 

"Actually, I want to ride one more year. So 
I’ll be spending a lot of time with Ken and the 
racing stable as well as being at Merryland dur¬ 
ing the 1963 season.” 

Michael comes by his love for the chase quite 
logically. 
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His mother, the former Barbara Guggenheim, 
commenced riding when she was 4 years old, and 
her interest in horses has never lessened. 

Mrs. Obre is the daughter of the late Solomon 
R. Guggenheim, copper tycoon, philanthropist 
and patron of the arts. He donated land on Fifth 
Avenue and also money for the construction of 
the Guggenheim Memorial Museum. 

Mrs. Obre’s son, Michael, is a handsome, soft- 
spoken young man. He was once a theatrical 
producer, but there is no doubt that his love is 
with the Thoroughbred. 

Mrs. Obre shares her son’s enthusiasms to a 
marked degree. 

Small, lithe and pleasantly tanned, Mrs. Obre 
gives the appearance of the sportswoman she is. 
She hunts with Elkridge-Harford, and, of course, 
attends the races whenever one of her horses is 
to be in competition. 

The farm owned by Mr. and Mrs. Obre fea¬ 
tures a charming colonial brick house which was 
built between 1760 and 1763 by Richard Mc- 
Gaw. 

Known variously as Loafer’s Lodge. Briarfields 
and Foxhall Farm, the Manor estate was dubbed 
Andor Farm by the Obres, who could not think 
of a euphonious combination of their first 
names, Barbara and Henry, so they compromised 
with "and/or.” 

One of the property’s previous owners was 
Foxhall Keene, an outstanding figure in Mary¬ 
land foxhunting and international polo star 
at the turn of the century. 

Another occupant is said to have ridden his 
horse up the main stairway and down again—a 
story which Mrs. Obre laughingly says explains 
the slant of the old random-width floor boards. 
At any rate, the estate, once tended by more than 
200 slaves and now enhanced by a swimming 
pool, is rich in historic lore.—S. C.

Leon (Sport) Haymaker 

Leon (Sport) Haymaker, 81, a veteran 
owner and trainer, died last month in a Paw¬ 
tucket, Rhode Island nursing home where he 
had been confined since his retirement from 
racing last fall. 

Mr. Haymaker began his career campaigning 
a string at the fair tracks and at Juarez, Mexico, 
shortly after the turn of the century, competing 
at the brush meetings with Ben A. Jones, Bennie 
Creech and Max Hirsch. He had been a regular 
on the New England circuit since the introduc¬ 
tion of the sport, saddling a horse for the open¬ 
ing card at the first Rockingham meeting on 
June 21, 1933. 

He is recalled by Willie Turnbull, now an offi¬ 
cial at New England tracks, as "the best horse¬ 
man I was ever around.” Turnbull was under 
contract to Mr. Haymaker as an apprentice and 
rode for him for five years. Former jockey 
Jimmy Brooks, now a valet, remembers riding 
for Mr. Haymaker as far back as 1906 at Oak- 
lawn Park. 

Mr. Haymaker had no known survivors.

John W. Hanes was elected President of 
the National Steeplechase and Hunt Associa¬ 
tion, succeeding S. Bryce Wing, at the Associa¬ 
tion’s annual meeting last month. 

F. Eugene Dixon, Jr. was elected Vice-Presi¬ 
dent, succeeding Stephen C. Clark, Jr., and re¬ 
elected were A. C. Bostwick, Treasurer and 
Secretary, John E. Cooper, Executive Secretary 
and Miss Olive R. Keeley, Assistant Secretary. 

Mr. Hanes, a nationally known figure in 
racing, and former Chairman of the New York 
Racing Association, is expected to promote vi¬ 
gorously steeplechase affairs assisted by Mr. 
Dixon who has been very active in steeple¬ 
chasing for several years. 

Mr. Wing who headed the N. S. and H. A. 
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for many years, resigned as President due to 
reasons of health, and was elected to the newly 
created position of Honorary Chairman. 

Also elected during day long meetings of 
the Association and its Committees, were four 
new members of the Board of Stewards: Austin 
A. Brown of Camden, S. C, Wiilliam M. Dur- 
yea of Old Westbury, N. Y., W. C. Robinson, 
Jr. of Sewickley, Pa. and Allison L. S. Stern of 
Scobeyville, N. J. 

Cooper was also reappointed Steeplechase 
Racing Secretary and Handicapper. Carlyle M. 
Cameron was reappointed Assistant Racing 
Secretary and Handicapper. 

M. C. (Ty) Shea 

Mathias C. (Ty) Shea, 65, one of the nations 
foremost racing secretaries and handicappers 
since 1936, died unexpectedly of a heart attack 
last month in Hialeah hospital. Mr. Shea, who 
last May was named racing secretary at Hialeah 
Park, was stricken at his desk at the track and 
taken to the hospital. He regained consciousness 
for only a brief period. Death was attributed to 
a coronary. His wife, Bessie, was at his bedside. 

Mr. Shea had been racing secretary-hand icap- 
per at Garden State Park the past 15 years. He 
annually compiled a Free Handicap by divi¬ 
sions, of 3-year-olds and up for The Morning 
Telegraph and Daily Racing Form. From 1944- 
1950, Mr. Shea was the racing secretary at Nar- 
ragansett Park. This past summer he was a 
steward at Rockingham Park. 

Mr. Shea was elected to the first presidency 
of the Society of North American Racing Offi¬ 
cials, a ringing testimonial by his colleagues 
throughout the country of their respect for his 
ability, character and integrity. 

At various times, Mr. Shea held just about 
every official job in racing, at such tracks as 
Delaware Park, Fair Grounds, Wheeling 
Downs, Bel Air, Cumberland, Hagerstown, 
Gulfstream Park, Timonium, Pimlico and Aga¬ 
wam Park. He also took a shot at being a start¬ 
er. 

In 1953, John A. Morris, then president of 
the Thoroughbred Racing Associations, named 
Mr. Shea chairman of that organization’s Board 
of Selection, which was in charge of the annual 
poll of divisional champions. 

Mr. Shea was born in Baltimore and attended 
St. Ann’s School. An uncle, John J. Roche, was 
a widely known Thoroughbred trainer of that 
era and it was not long before Mr. Shea found 
his way to the racetrack. He worked as a clerk 
at Pimlico and Timonium at the age of 14. 
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By 1927, Mr. Shea had moved up the scale 
to be assistant racing secretary at Cumberland 
and, in time, at all of the Maryland minors. 
From 1927 to 1936 he was assistant to such na¬ 
tionally renowned racing secretaries as John 
Blanks Campbell, John Turner Sr., Frank J. 
Bryan and Edward J. Brennan Sr. 

Racing was not a year-round sport in those 
days and Mr. Shea helped pay the bills by 
writing turf articles and handicapping for the 
Baltimore Sunpapers. He also served, at one 
time, as a member of a chart crew for The 
Morning Telegraph. In addition, he worked as 
a clerk in various Baltimore courts, as did his 
widow, the former Elizabeth Buckley. 

Mr. Shea was appointed a full-fledged racing 
secretary for the first time in 1936 at the old

Agawam track near Springfield, Mass. He was 
given the same position at Narragansett in 
1944 and at Garden State in 1948. He joined 
the executive staff at Bowie as an advisor in 
1951. 

‘The hardest part of a secretary’s job,” Mr. 
Shea once said, “is trying to please both the 
horsemen and the management. It is getting in¬ 
creasingly difficult to write races because of the 
great number of tracks in this country, the long¬ 
er seasons and the comparative shortage of 
topnotch horses. However, at its worst, the 
situation is still a lot better than the old days 
at Agawam, when, for instance, we once were 
so short of stock that Ben Chapman’s Advocate 
Jr. ran every day during the first week of rac¬ 
ing.”

I N 1956 a survey of Maryland stallions was 
instituted to afford breeders the opportunity 
of analyzing at close range the performance 
records of the progenitors comprising the Free 
States stallion roster. The initial survey—a 
reduction of a nation-wide tabulation to one 
of handy, pertinent-to-the-State dimensions— 
was published in the March, 1956 issue of The 
Maryland Horse. 

Subsequent surveys, increasing the value of 
the original Compilation by offering comparison 
with previous years, has been published in this 
magazine each year since then. 

The eighth survey, spanning the calendar 
year 1962, includes every Maryland stallion 
which sired one or more winners of the 41,458 



Saggy, Maryland's leading stallion 


races at recognized Thoroughbred tracks during 
the year. It is divided into the three standard 
classifications: General Sire List, Sires of Two- 
Year-Old Winners, and Broodmare Sires. 

Each classification, in turn, has been analyzed 
to ascertain the leading stallions in points of 
First Money won by their get, Most Winners, 
and Most Races Won. 

To circumvent the problem of stallion "turn¬ 
over” it was arbitrarily decided to define a 
Maryland stallion as one standing at stud in the 
State, or which had made at least one season in 
the State since 1958, or which died in service in 
Maryland. 

In the case of Broodmare Sires, however, any 
stallion making one or more seasons in Mary¬ 
land since 1936 is included, providing his 
daughters produced the winners of at least 
$100,000 in first monies during 1962. Ten 
broodmare sires, only one of which is still in 
service here, so qualified. 

Statistics are taken from the national stand¬ 
ings published in The Blood-Horse and are 
made available to The Maryland Horse 
through the courtesy of the Lexington, Ken¬ 
tucky magazine’s publishers, the Thoroughbred 
Owners and Breeders Association. 

The 1963 Stallion Roster, published in the 
January issue of this magazine, lists pedigrees, 
locations and terms of all Thoroughbred stal¬ 
lions now standing in the State. 

Superior figures indicate dead-heats. First 
monies only are given. In case of ties, prefer¬ 
ence in position was determined by money won. 

GENERAL SIRE LIST: Saggy, 18-year-old 
son of Swing and Sway—*Chantress, by Hy¬ 
perion, is Maryland’s Leading Sire for the third 
straight year. The $324,484 credited to the 
account of his get last year placed him 20th on 
the list of Leading Sires in the United States 
and Canada. 

Saggy, whose stud career has languished the 
last year or so due to lengthy litigation, had 35 
winners of 80 races and $324,484 in first 
monies last year. He was represented by one 
stakes winner of three stakes. 

Carry Back, who himself enters stud this sea- 
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lickey, Jr. 


son at Ocala Stud, Florida, after winning in 
excess of $1,000,000 in stakes and purses, is 
responsible for Saggy’s position of eminence 
the last three years. 

Saggy set a world record for four and a half 
furlongs at now defunct Havre de Grace, but his 
chief claim to fame prior to the advent of Carry 
Back was his defeat of the mighty Citation in 
the Chesapeake Trial. This was Citation’s lone 
defeat as a three-year-old, a season which saw 
him win the Kentucky Derby, Preakness and 
Belmont to become America’s eighth and most 
recent Triple Crown winner. 

Raced throughout his career by Stanley 
Sagner, of Baltimore, Saggy was syndicated and 
moved to Glenangus Farms, Bel Air, in the 
summer of Carry Back’s three-year-old season. 

Native Dancer, superlative as a racehorse and 
the greatest money-winner ever to stand at stud 
in Maryland, finished second to Saggy on the 
General Sire List. The now-white son of Polyne¬ 
sian—Geisha which holds court at Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt’s Sagamore Farm had 31 winners of 
62 races and $153,820 in first monies during 
1962. Prominent among his issue last season 
was Vase, winner of two stakes in Canada. Hula 
Dancer, French two-year-old champion, is not 
included among Native Dancer’s American 
record. 

Tuscany, game son of The Rhymer—Roman 
Matron, by Pompey, stands third on the Mary¬ 
land List. By the sire of Vertex and out of the 
dam of Princess Lygia, Tuscany stands at 
Pistorio Farm, Ellicott City. His 1962 record is 
as follows: 41 winners of 95 races and $142,- 
589 in first monies. 

In both Most Winners and Races Won, Tus¬ 
cany was tops. His 41 winners were 6 more 
than runner-up Saggy, and the 95 races won 
by his get were ten more than credited to sec¬ 
ond-place Loser Weeper. The latter, destroyed 
following a leg fracture in August, I960, has 
headed the Most Winners and Most Races Won 
list in both I960 and 1961. 

Rejected, which is now embarking on his first 
stud season in Maryland after seeing service in

Kentucky, was third in Most Winners, with 33. 
Saggy achieved a similar position in Most Races 
Won, with 80. 

SIRES OF TWO-YEAR-OLDS: *Sea 
Charger, Irish Horse of the Year in 1950, is 
Maryland’s top sire of two-year-olds. From a 
crop of 19 registered foals, he was represented 
by 7 winners of 21 races and $36,700 in first 
monies. Leading contributor to this list was 
Bonny Johnny, winner of a division of the 
Marlboro Nursery Stakes. 

*Sea Charger, a chestnut by * Royal Charger 
—Sea Flower, by Walvis Bay, is syndicated, and 
like Saggy, stands at Larry S. MacPhail’s Glen¬ 
angus. 

Rejected, by Revoked—By Line, by * Blen¬ 
heim II, is second among the sires of two-year- 
olds. Himself a winner of $549,500, Rejected 
had 6 winners of 16 races and $32,102 from a 
crop of 21 registered foals. Prominent among 
his freshmen get was Lemon Twist, highest 
weighted horse of the Experimental Free Han¬ 
dicap to be sired by a Maryland stallion. 

Native Dancer was third on the list: 26 foals, 
10 winners, 13 wins and $31,325 in first money. 

Native Dancer (10), *Sea Charger (7) and 
Saggy (7) headed up the Most Winners cate¬ 
gory, while *Sea Charger (21), Rejected (16) 
and Panacean (16) took honors on basis of 
Most Races Won. 

Dark Ruler made the best showing by a 
freshman sire. His first crop of 11 registered 
foals furnished 5 winners of 11 races and $17,- 
505 in first monies. 

BROODMARE SIRES: Discovery, late patri¬ 
arch at Sagamore, is Maryland’s leading Brood¬ 
mare Sire. His 58 producers provided 86 win¬ 
ners of 188 races and $344,993 in first monies 
last year. * Challenger II, only stallion to stand 
in Maryland which ever topped the nation’s 
sires, was second. Grand Slam was third. 

In Most Winners, Discovery, # Challenger II 
and Grand Slam placed one-two-three. In Most 
Races Won, Discovery, * Challenger II and 
Grand Slaw placed in the same order.

M.H.B.A. MEMBERSHIP IS ASKED TO HELP 


The following report was mailed to all members of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association last month: 

A report on the meeting of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association’s Board of 
Directors held at the Association’s Timonium office on January 19, 1963. 

The meeting was called so that the directors of the M.H.B.A. could consider and 
discuss proposed legislation now pending before the General Assembly pertaining 
to the expansion of the mile track season by 36 days and the increase in the length 
of Timonium’s season from 12 to 24 days. This legislation (Senate Bill 89 and 
House Bill 64) will undergo its first hearing in Annapolis on January 30. 

After reading and examining Senate Bill 89 and House Bill 64, the directors 
moved that the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association endorse without reservation 
these identical bills. It was further decided that the membership of the M.H.B.A. 
be advised of the directors’ decision, and that the membership be asked to support 
the legislation. 

The bills (which were cross-filed in the Senate and the House at the instigation of 
Governor Tawes) are identical in content. They provide for the elimination of Bel 
Air, Cumberland and Baltimore Raceway as racing centers. The dates assigned Bel 
Air (12 days) and Baltimore Raceway (24 days) would be divided equally between 
Maryland’s three mile tracks, giving the mile tracks annual meetings of 52 days in¬ 
stead of the present 40 days. The dates assigned Cumberland (12 days) would be 
transferred to Timonium, giving that trade an annual meeting of 24 days. 

It is the opinion of the directors of the M.H.B.A. that this legislation will benefit 
Maryland’s overall racing industry, while further strengthening the Thoroughbred 
market in Maryland.

What It Means In Dollars And Cents 


One of the reasons Maryland horse breeders 
are supporting Senate Bill 89 is because it 
would increase the Maryland Fund Program, 
designed to stimulate the States Thoroughbred 
breeding industry, by about $105,000 each year. 

The fund is derived from a percentage of 
the 1 per cent increase in mutuel “take” which 
became effective at all State Thoroughbred 
tracks July 1, 1962. The money is used to 
increase purses of races for Maryland-bred 
horses, and for breeders' and owners’ awards. 

At the major tracks, the fund program de¬ 
rives approximately $3,400 a day. At Bel Air, 
it receives approximately $1,400 a day, due to 
a smaller mutuel handle. 

This makes a difference of $2,000 a day the 
fund will gain if Bel Air’s twelve days are 
transferred to Bowie, Laurel and Pimlico—a 
net gain of $24,000 in twelve days. 

Baltimore Raceway, as a harness track, con¬ 
tributes nothing to the fund. So transfer of its 
24 programs to the major tracks would add 
$3,400 a day to the fund for a total of $81,600. 

Add the $24,000 from transfer of Bel Air’s 


dates to the $81,600 from switching the Race¬ 
way to the milers, and we have a total increase 
of $105,600 to the breeders’ fund. 

Passage of the bill would increase the major 
turf season in Maryland from 120 to 156 days 
each year, and the mile-track contribution to 
the fund would jump from $408,000 to $513,- 
000 . 

Meanwhile, the half-mile tracks’ contribution 
to the fund would be reduced from the $77,- 
738.19 (exact 1962 contribution) to $60,- 
967.80. This figure is gained by eliminating 
the $16,770.32 contributed by Bel Air last 
season. 

Under the proposed transfer of dates, the 
fund would receive a grand total of $573,967 
annually, based on last year’s mutuel-wagering 
figures. Under existing law the total was 
$485,738. 

The bill also calls for transfer of Cumber-, 
land’s twelve days to Timonium. This would 
not affect the fund, however, because Cumber¬ 
land’s meet was at Timonium in 1962 under 
an emergency arrangement.

Is It Hobby Or Business? 


Stricter enforcement of federal income tax 
laws relating to "hobby losses” undertaken by 
the Internal Revenue Service in program to 
curb tax abuses is causing fresh concern among 
owners of horse breeding farms and racing 
stables and "Gentleman Farmers.” 

As the new edition of the National Thor¬ 
oughbred Foundation’s book, "Racing and the 
Income Tax,” discloses, the question of whether 
these occupations constitute a business or a hob¬ 
by for federal income tax purposes has received 
the attention of the taxing authorities for some 
time. 

The new edition of the book, which has be¬ 
come the accepted reference authority on the 
subject, includes 14 chapters in which are pre¬ 
sented 55 leading court cases and rulings of the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue on the hob- 
by-versus-business issue as it relates to horse 
racing and breeding, show horses, polo ponies, 
pony farms, and "Gentleman Farming.” 

Other pertinent information in the book cov¬ 
ers the application of the gains section of the

Internal Revenue Code to breeding and racing 
operations, and the latest available table for the 
depreciation of racing and breeding stock. 

Complexities of the hobby issue were dis¬ 
cussed recently by Internal Revenue Commis¬ 
sioner Mortimer M. Caplin. He said: Stricter 
enforcement in the area of so-called hobby loss¬ 
es is another part of our program. There are 
cases in which individuals, with income princi¬ 
pally from other sources, engage in a venture 
for personal gratification with no expectation 
of profit. The question in each case is whether 
the enterprise is an avocation, a hobby or a 
business. 

"The problem of isolating enterprises carried 
on as hobbies is most difficult, particularly 
where they are efficient operations. But, in these 
circumstances, they must be isolated and de¬ 
nied the characterization of trade or business; 
otherwise the Government is subsidizing ex¬ 
pensive activities carried on for pleasure. One 
reason why it is difficult to distinguish between 
true trades or businesses and hobby enterprises 
is that there are many legitimate trade or busi¬ 
ness of the same type as enterprises which 
others carry on as a hobby. This is particularly 
true in the first years of operation, as some ac¬ 
tivities will lose money whether conducted for 
business or pleasure. We are aware of the prob¬ 
lem and are considering methods of reducing 
non-compliance.” 

The complexities of the hobby problem as 
they apply specifically to breeding and racing 
horses are related in the language of the courts 
in the new edition of "Racing and the Income 
Tax.” Inquiries regarding the book should be

Business transacted at the annual meeting of 
The Jockey Club last month included election 
of officers and changing of the date for the regis¬ 
tration of foals from November 1 of each year 
to October 1. 

George D. Widener was re-elected Chairman, 
Ogden Phipps Vice Chairman and James Cox
